These precau- 
tions are necessary, because like all enterprising 
animals, the beaver is not without enemies. 

The wolverine, who is as fond of beaver tail as 
an old Nor’wester, would walk into his hut if he) 
could only get there,—but having the same dis- 
tacte for water as the cat, he must forego the lux-| 
ury. It is not, however, for safety that the beaver | 
adopts the submarine communication with his 
dwelling, although it is for that he restricts him-| 
self to it. The same necessity which compels | 
him to build a dam, and thus create a me - 
water, obliges him to maintain eccmmunication | 
with that pond when the ice is three feet thick, 
upon its surface. Living upon the bark of trees, | 
he is obliged to provide a comparatively great, 
bulk for his Winter's consumption ; and, he must 
Kecure it at the season when the new bark is form-' 
ed and before it commences to dry; he must also 
eture itap where it will not become frozen or dried | 
up. Ile could not reasonably Le expected to build) 
a frost-proof house large enough to contain his) 
family supply but if he did, it would wither, and) 
lose its nutriment; therefore he preserves it in. 
water. | 

But the most remarkable evidence of his in-! 
stinct, sagacity, or reason, is one which I have’ 
not seen mentiovne| by naturalists. Ilis pond we 
have seen must be deep, so that it will not freeze) 
to the bottom, and that he can communicate with 
his food aud his dam, in case of any accidents to 
the latter requiring repairs. But how does he 
keep his food—which has been floated down to his 
pond—-from floating, when in it, and thus becoming | 
frozen in with the ice? T said that in gnawing 
down a tree the top of a stump was left pointed 
like a crayon; the fallen tree has the same form— 
fur the beaver cuts like a woodman, wide at the 
surface and meeting in an angle in the centre, with 
this distinction—the four-legged animal does his 
work more uniformly, eutting equally all around) 
the log—-while the two-lezsed one cuts only from! 
two opposite sides, 

Thus every stick of provender cut by the animal | 
is pointed at both ends, and when brought opposite | 
his dwelling he thrusts the pointed ends into the 
the mud bottom of his pond sufficiently firm to pre- 
vent their being Posted oak, at the same timeplac-| 
ing them in a position in which the water has the 
least lift upon them, while he carefully apportions 
his different lengths of timber to the different 
depths of water in his pond, so that the upper point, 
of none of them shall approach near enough to the | 
surface to be caught by the Winter ice. 

When the family are in comfortable cireum- 
stances, the Winter supply nicely cut and stored 
away, the dam tight, and no indications of a wol-| 
verine in the neighborheed, the patriarch of the 
hut takes out the youthful greeuhorns and give 
them lessons in topographical engineering; and 
in order to try the strength of their tails, eneour- 
ages them to indulge in amateur damming. The 
Leaver works always by night, and to “work likea 
beaver,” is a significant term for a man who not_ 
only works earnestly and understandingly—but one 
that works late and early.

Soime,) 
too, have contributed to it who did uot appreciate, 
him during his life-time—to them may Le applica- 
ble his butiful lines: 

“*Parewell ; we did not krow thy worth ; 
**But thou art gone, and now ’tis prized, 

“So angels walked unknown on earth, 
“*But when they flew were recognized.’ 

He was a poct,& poetin the true sense of the 
word, but at the same time, I by no means think 
that his poetical powers were ofso great and re- 
markable a character that his reputation would 
have become such as itis if it had been confined 
to his poetical works alone. By his poetical works 
Linear those developments of pure imagination 
which are more interesting to literary men than 
they can be to the world in general. In all these 
works we recognize notonly the lyrical facilities 
which enable many a youth te throw out good poe- 
try, but the refined taste and cultivated mind of, 
mature years. But his fame—that for which he is 
chictly known to us—belongs to him as an English 
humorist: and in using that word, Iuse no word 
inaplicable to the ovcasion or unworthy of his fame. 
It is the boast of our literature, as distinguished 
from that of all other nations, that from the ear- 
liest times of its history we find humoristic wri- 
ters who delighted the age in which they lived and 
those which sueceeded them. Tn that category we 
may place Shakespeare himself and we may draw 
downwards a long genealogical list of humorists, 
ending with the names of Charles Lamb, Sydnev. 
Smith and Thomas Hood. gtT A: 

‘Ido not know whether my opinions in this mat- 
ter may be peculiar, but I have often thought 
thatif I were to prry to Heaven for a gift to be 
given to any person In whose moral and intellect- 
ual welfare L was especially interested, it would 
be that he might have the giftof humor. The gift 
of humor is, as it were, the balance of all the fiac- 
ulties. It enables a man to see the strong contrast 
of life around him; it prevents him being too mach 
devoted to his own knowledge. and too proud of his 
own imagination, and it also disposes him to sub- 
mit with a wise and pious patience to the vicissi- 
tudes of his daily existence. It is thus that hu- 
morists, sueh as Hood has been and as Dickens is 
now, are great henefactors of our species, not on- 
ly on account of the amusement which they give 
us, but because they are great moral teachers. The 
humorous writings of Mr. Thomas Hood have in- 
structed you many years, and will instruct your 
children after you, 1 should mention, however, 
that this combination of poetry and humor does not 

sroduce in all persons the same blessed effects that 
ithas produced here. In some cases it has degen- 
erated into impatient satireand fierce revolt against 
the better feelings of humanity. In such a mind 
as that of Swift it produced these erilefects. hut 
in euch a mind as Hood's it produced directly the
